About twelve inches of snow fell in 
one February snow storm, however 
April was very dry but in May we 
had a lot of wet weather which re- 
sulted in heavy losses of lambs and 
calves but it was ideal for farmers 
who put in grain, 

Shearing was dotile. that spring in 
a large shed built by Knight's where 
Cradock now stands. The wool was 
baled into bales of 350 to 400 lbs and 
sold to U.S. buyers at 12¢ per pound 
for 1902 clip and 14¢ for 1903 clip.

Sheep 
faired a little better, five hundred 
head were drowned in a lake, five 
hundred perished out right (about 3 
per cent) but the loss of lambs was 
about 90 per cent. The crops that 
year were good, and sold at about 
one cent per pound, The sugar beet 
crop was cared for and harvested by 
about 75 Chinamen — Alberta's first 
sugar was produced. The first sheep 
to be fed and fattened on prairie grass, 
oat bundles and pulp was done by 
Albert Green. They were bought from 
the Knight Ranching Co. at 3¢ per Ib. 
and sold to P. Burns at 5%¢ per Ib. 
when fat in March. 


One of Jessie Knight's hopes was 
never realized — he wanted to build 
a town where the Kirkelty Ranch now 
stands and one at Welling.
